New 
Zealand and South Africa without a solitary white 
inhabitant, she would still have nearly 40,000,000 
less population than the present population of the 
United States, which has 700,000 square miles less 
territory than Canada has. Hence, the Canadian 
will be neither English. Scottish, Irish. Welsh, French. 
American, nor continental European, but will be e 
type which will embody the characteristics of all of 
these races in varying degrees.
